] He measures both feet. 
Largest length and width 
fitted. 

2 Small toe fitted to widest 
outside line of shoe. 

^J He checks the heel fit for 
proper width at top and 
bottom. 

4 The big toe joint is fitted to 
widest inside line of shoe. 

K Each foot is fitted to allow 
one-half inch from end of 
toe. 

£. A regular 90-day recheck 
of child's shoe size is recom- 
mended.
